A Proclamation vvith certayne clauſes 
of divers Statutes, & other neceſlary additions, firſt publiſhed 


in the xix. yeere of the Queenes Maieſties reigne, and now reuiued 
by her highnes commandement to be put in execution, vpon 
the penalties in the ſame conteined. 


—Hereas the Qucencs Maieſtie hath by ſundzy fozmer Pꝛoclamations 
notified vnto her louing Subiectes of this RKealme, the great inconue⸗ 
tence and miſchicke that hath growen to the ſame, by the great exceſſe 
ot apparell in all fates and degrees, but ſpecially in the inferiour ſort, 
|jcontrarie to diuers lawes and Statutes of the Realme, whereof not- 
[withſtanding there hath folowed no redꝛeſſe, oz very litle at al: whereby 
hath appeared no leſſe contempt in the oſtendours, then lacke of ductt- 
. [full care in thoſe to whome the aucthozitic to ſee due execution of the 
=1awes and oꝛders pꝛouided in that behalfc was committed, which thing 
might giue her Waieli iuſt caule(were it not that of her own gratious diſpoſition ſhe is naturally inclyned 
rather to clemencie then ſencritie,ſolong as there is any hope of redꝛeſſe otherwayes) to commit the crecu⸗ 
tion of the ſayde lawes to ſuch perſons as would hauc proceeded therein with all extremitic. Not withſtan⸗ 
ding, her Maieſty meaning to make ſome further tryall, befozeſhc haue retourte to extreme remedies ard 
finding vpon conkercnce had with the Loꝛdes and others of her pꝛyuie counſaple, fo the redꝛeſſe of logic: 
uous and pernicious a ſoꝛe in this common wealth, the chiekc remedies fo2 the lame, to be crample, and 
toꝛrection: Her Maieſtie therfoze for the firſt, whiche is example, thynketh it very meete and expedient, that 
the due execution in her Maicſtics moſt honourable houle, ok ſuch oꝛders and articles as are anncred to this 
Pꝛoclamation, ſhoulde ſeruc fox a paterne thzoughout the whole Realme, and thercloze her Maicſtie 
hath already giuen, and by theſe pꝛelentes docth giue ipetiall charge to all thoſe that beare office within 
the ſayde houſe, to ſee due obſcruation ok the ſame, which ſhe truſteth wil be ducly obſerued . And fur- 
ther her Maieſtie doeth generally charge all noble men, ok what eſtate oꝛ degree ſo cuer they be, and all 
and cuery perſons of her pꝛiuie Lounſailec, all Frchbiſhoppes, and Biſhops, and the reſt of the Clergie, 
and all other pcrſons, accoꝛding to theyz degrees, that they doo reſpectiuely ſee the ſame ſpeedily and due⸗ 
lye executed in their pꝛiuate houleholde and families: and likewiſe docth charge all Maioꝛs and other 
head officers of Cities and Townes coꝛpoꝛate, the Chauncellours of both the Uniuerſitics , gouernours 
of Lolledges,rcaders,auncientes x Benchers in cuery the Innes ol Court and Chaunccric, and gencral- 
ly all that haue any ſuperioutie o2 gouernement ouer and vpon any ſocistie oꝛ feloweſhip, and eche man 
in his owne houſcholde foꝛ they: childꝛen and ſeruantes, that they likewiſc doo cauſe the ſayde oꝛders 
to be ſtraightly kept by all lawfull meanes that they can. 

Ind foꝛ the ſeconde, which is coꝛrection, her Maieſtie hath cauſe to thinke, that if there had bene that 
ſeueritie vled by thoſe to whom the ouerſight of the due execution of the lawes pꝛouided in that behalfe 
was committed, as to them in duetie appertained, both this ſoꝛe had bene cured, and this Proclamation 
not needefull to haue bene publiſhed at this pteſent. 

Foz the bctterrefozmatton whereof, her Maieſties will and pleaſurc is, and ſo doth ſtraightly charge 
and commaunde, not onely al Juſtices of peace, and euerye ofthem, to make inquiric otthe defaultes and 
bꝛeaking ofthe ſayde oꝛders, at euery their quarter Seſſions, and alſo the Juſtices of Iſſiſe in ther cir⸗ 
tuites, and to ſee ſuch examples made, and duc puniſhmentcs extended vpon the offendours, as by the 
Statutes of this Realme, with ſuch qualifications as in this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation are conteyned, is 
pꝛouided in that behalfe : but alſo, that aſwell the ſayde Juſticcs, as all Maiozs.Shirifes , and other 
head officers, in Cities, townes, and Bozoughes, ſhall at any other time, cauſc all ſuch perſons as ſhall 
be founde faultie, and tranſgreſſing agaynſt this pꝛoclamation, after the laſt day of Marche nert enſu⸗ 
png, to be appꝛehended and bꝛought befoze them, and finding them culpable, to commit them to pꝛyſon, 
there to remayne without bayle oꝛ maynepꝛiſc by the ſpace of one moncth, vnleſſe the ſaid parties ſo 
found culpablc,o: charged as culpable, ſbal enter into bonde to appcare befoze the Juſtices at the next 
quarter Seſſions of the peace, oꝛ of the Aſſiſes to be holden within the ſame Shyꝛc, Citic, Bozough, 
Towne Coꝛpoꝛate, Fraunchiſe, oꝛ libertie, and there to be anlwerable for al ſuch offences as ſhalbe pꝛoo⸗ 

ned that they haue committed contrary to the true intent and meaning of this Pꝛoclamation. 
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And whereas it is appointed by the Statutes ofthis Realme, what euery perſon ſhall oꝛ may weare 
in theyꝛ apparell, accoꝛding to the ſeucrall rates of theyz lyuings in landes oz fees, oucr and abouc all 
charges, and in ſome caſes, of goodes, foꝛaſmuch as the lacke of the true and common vnderſtandyng 
ofcuery mans eſtate and liuing, in ſozt betoꝛe expꝛeſled, hath been (as it ſcemeth ) heretofoze ſome pꝛin⸗ 
cipal cauſe of the lacke okthe true execution ofthe ſayde Statutes, and that it doeth manifeſtly appcare, 
that the lame cauſe will alſo in time to come wozke the like effect, foꝛ that there is no conucnient mcancs 
to make the ſtates of mens lininges and values, in ſuch ſoꝛt as is expꝛeſſed in the ſcuerall ſtatutes, to 
be commonly knowen, to ſuch perſons as ought to haue ſpectall care of the execution of the lawes and 
oꝛders now pꝛelcribed. Her Maieſtie, being deſirous for the great bencfite of al her highneſſe Subiectes, 
to haue theſe oꝛders moze ducly executed then they haue beene, and finding that it is very harde foꝛ any 
mans ſtate of liuing and value, to be truely vnderſtoode by other perſons, if befoze proofe made they ſhoulde 
ſecme to take knowledge of any other values and rates, then ofſuch as be, oz ought to be, foʒ the are a⸗ 
teſt nomber expꝛeſſed in the Subſidie booke, and ſo fox lacke of the knowledge of the true rates + values 
mentioned in the laide ſtatutes, the due execution of theſe oꝛders may be defrauded: doeth therfoꝛe, fox 
the auoyding of the inconuentence that may cnſue, oder and commaunde, that all perſons, that by this 
P2oclamation be appointed to haue care of the exccutionof theſe oꝛders, ſball foꝛ the firſt calling, arreſt⸗ 
ing, committing, oz any other purſuing of any perlon, foꝛ any offence committed againſt theſe oꝛ ders. 
take knowledge of the rates and values, whereby ſuch perſons are ſeſſcd in the Subſidie bookes, and 
ſhall accoꝛdingly pzocecde vpon ſuch knowledge of their values, to impcache ſuch as will in their apparel 
offcnd to the contrarie thercok. Neuertheleſſe, it any perſon ſhall finde hym ſelfe greeued to be im⸗ 
pcached there with, and foꝛ the iuſtikying of the wearing of his apparcll, ſhall vpon any arreſt oz indite⸗ 
ment founde agaynſt hym,auowe, and offer to pꝛooue his lyuing to be ſuch, and ſo great, as by the rates ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed in the ſtatutes he may be warranted to weare the apparell foꝛ the which he is oz ſhall be impeached: 
Her Maieſties meaning and pleaſurc is, that cuery ſuch perſon ſhalbe admitted to make ſuch pꝛoofe, and 
thereupon ſball receyue iudgement of condemnation, oꝛ acquital, accoꝛding to the rates expꝛeſſed in the ſta⸗ 
tutcs, and not otherwile, without impeaching any officer,oz other perſon, that did arreſt, chalenge, oꝛ pꝛo⸗ 
teede againſt him foz ſuch matter, though in the Sublidie bookc his values were not ſufficient to warrant 


the values mentioned inthe actes of Parliament: Not doubting,but that all ſuch pcrſons,as foz the main⸗ 


tenance of their fonde vanitie in apparell, will ſeeke to make their liumgs to be knowen and p2ooucd to be 
greater, then they were beloꝛe in ſellementes of Subſidies taken to be, whereofher Maieſtie had the loſſe, 
ſhalbe thought meete by ſuch Lommiſlioners as hercafter ſhallhauc aucthoꝛitie to rate men vpon the graũt 
of any Subſidic, to be ſelled in the Subſidic bookes, accoꝛding to ſuch values as them ſclucs will auowe 
to haue foꝛ defence of wearing of ſuch kinde of apparell, and alſo will be content to be ant werable to the 
charge of other neceflarie ſeruices foꝛ the Rcalme, as cauſes ſhall require. | 

And becauſe there are many perſons, that percaſe ſbalbe founde in outwarde apparance moꝛe ſumptuous 
in their apparell, then by common intendement the values of their poſſeſſions oz goodes may warrant, + yct 
they are not aſſeſſed in any Subſidie booke, partly fox that they are dwelling in ſuch places of the Realme, 
as are not chargeable to payments of Sublidies, oz that pertaſe they haue eſcaped to be aſſeſſed, oz other⸗ 
wyſe not aſſeſled, whereupon ſuch perſons may thinke to continue their diſoꝛder, without rcfozma tion by 
the maner here next befoꝛe pꝛelcribed: Her Maicſhe, foꝛ remedie hereol, commaundeth al maner of officers, 
that wherc they ſball ſee any ſuch perſons in out warde apparance ſo offendyng, and not hauing know⸗ 
tedge of their values by bookes of Sublidics, as afoze is expꝛeſſed, that neuertheleſſe they ſball ſtay ſuch 
perſons, and challenge them foꝛ ſuch pꝛetended offence, and deteyne them, as befoꝛe by this Pꝛoclamation 
is limited, vntill they ſhall enter into bond, to make good pzoofe that they can diſpende ſo much in lande 
and fees, oꝛ be ſo much wooꝛth in goodes, as by the lawes they be thereby warranted to weare ſuch appa⸗ 
rell: And that no publique officer ſhalbe at any tyme impeached foꝛ ſuch ſtay, and deteynoꝛ of anp ſuch per⸗ 
ſon, ſo apparantly ſeeming to haue offended. 

Pꝛouided alwayes not withſtanding , that the ſayd publique officer ſhall not at any time, vnder the co- 
lour of the exccution of this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation, arreſt any perſon oz perſons , whom either they them; 
ſclues ſbalbe knowen and pꝛoued to malice, oz els ſbalbe pꝛocured therctoby others, in reſpect of ſome pats 
ticular quarell, vpon payne of her Maieſties diſpleaſure, and ſuche puniſbment as ſball be thought mecte 
by the Loꝛdes and others of her Maieſties pꝛiuie Counſaple.
